Five hundred and thirty-five 
high schol students will parti¬ 
cipate in the third annual plen¬ 
ary assembly of the St. Louis 
Areal Model United Nations Fri¬ 
day and Saturday at Ladue 
High School, 1201 South Warson 
road.
